Historic Night for Ireland. 


The next was of a dreary December night just 
one year ago, when on one side of the Cabinet

‘Secretary of Treasury Asserts Re- 


duction in Peak Rate From 50 to 
25 Per Cent Will Not Reduce Rev- 
enue, but Will Bring Into Tax- 
able Field Wealth Withdrawn to 
Avoid Surtax.

4 WASHINGTON, Dec: 23. 

HE idea that the present 50 per cent surtax 
53 on the incomes of rich taxpayers could be 

halved without producing los&-of revenue to 
the Government looks like a paradox. It is not 
an idea calculated at first glance to excite joy in 
the average taxpayer. Yet Secretary of the Treas- 
ury Mellon in his recent annual report strongly 
urges the reduction on the ground that a 25 per 
cent maximum tax, with the lower surtaxes grad- 
ed down accordingly, would not only bring in as 
much money as the present scale—perhaps even 
more money—but would cure certain unwhole- 
some conditions that affect the whole body of tax- 
payers. 

Whatever may be thought of the Secretary’s 
proposal, he must be acquitted of any suspicion 
of partisanship in making it. The subject of tax- 
ation, as Mellon sees it, hag nothing to do with 
politics. What he fs now urging represents the 
views of Treasury officials who have served 
under both Democratic and Republican admin- 
istrations—men like Ahe brilliant young Under- 
secretary S. P. Gilbert Jr., who are retained sole- 
ly because of their expert knowledge. These men, 
if possible, are even less politically minded than 
Mellon himself. 

There is even better evidence of the nonpolitical 
character of Mellon’s recommendation in the fact 
that the same line of reasoning with respect to 
the high surtaxes was followed by his immediate 
predecessors fn office, Secretary Glass and Secre- 
tary Houston, both Democrats. The Mellon pro- 
posal, indeed, may be properly described as but a 
reiteration of a continuing Treasury policy. 

Glass, it is true, did not suggest a reduction of 
the maximum surtax to 25 per cent, for during his 
incumbency the war-time revenue act of 1918, 
with its surtaxes running above 70 per cent, was 
still in operation. His recommendation was 
against the increase which some Congressmen 
were urging, and the argument he brought to 
| bear would fit perfectly into a report by either

HE view of the Treasury is that the 
T high surtaxes have long since céased 

to fulfill their purpose. According to- 
Treasury estimates quoted in Secretary 
Mellon’s report, the total yield of all sur- 
taxes for the calendar year 1922 will not 
exceed $350,000,000, as compared with 
$800,000,000 for 1919, $590,000,000 for 1920 
and $450,000,000 for 1921. 

Even more striking is the decline in the 
larger taxable incomes. From 1916 to 
1920,'the number of incomes exceeding 
$300,000 declined from 1296 to 395 and the 
amount of these incomes from $992,972,986 
to $246,354,585. This is attributed by the 
Treasury to withdrawal of wealth through 
transfer to tax-exempt securities and 
other legal means of avoiding surtaxes.

Congress, unwilling to go the whole way with 
Melon, compromised the issue at a maximum of 
50 per cent in the act of 1921.

The Post-Dispatch, in a recent editorial, stated 
that “the revision of the tax laws with the object 
of maximum returnt should be a matter not of 
part doctrine or guess but of expert calculation.” 
That, as shown by their reports and recommenda- 
tions, is the principle that actuated Houston and 
now actuate Mellon and the experts of the type 
of Gilbert and McCoy—humian fiscal machines, not 
politicians—who are associated with him as they 
were with Houston. But the best that the Treas- 
ury can do is to make recommendations. Con- 
gress, in the exercise of its constitutional powers, 
is the final arbiter and the average Congressman 
is likely to be moved less by expert calculations 
than by what his constituents think or what he 
thinks they think. So long as the popular im- 
pression prevails that the high surtaxes are get- 
ting at the swollen incomes of the very rich and 
thereby reducing the burden on the average citi- 
zen, it will be hard to pergugue Congress to bring 
them down.

McCoy is called the actuary of the Treasury, 
He is a wizard with figures. Give him the num- 
ber of cigarettes consumed in a given period 
year and he will tell you what the automobile tax 
will produce next year—something like that. Some 
of his feats of prophecy have seemed uncanny, 
He came within a million dollars of ng, 
months in advance, what would be the total, in= 
come of the Government for the last fiscal year.

From 
1916 to 1920, the number of incomes exceeding 
$300,000 decreased from 1296 to 395 and the amount 
of these incomes from $992,972,986 to $246,354,585. 
During this same period the investment income of 
all classes increased, while the investment in- 
come in the classes over $300,000 shrank from 
$706,945,738 to $229,052,039. 

“This indicates,” says Mellon, “an astonishing 
decline in taxable incomes over $300,000 and

And while the doctor waited for the mule Miss 
Parsons walked down the railroad track and on up 
into the mountains. That was the last he had 
seen of her. He wondered at her lack of concern. 
concluded that it was the way of mountain wom- 
en, and dismissed the incident from his mind. 
One hour later he, too, started over the Dillon 
trail. 

He arrived at the school. inspected the cattle. 
and the next afternoon mentioned having seen 
Miss Parsons the previous morning. The school 
authorities wre instantly alert.

The searching party split into little groups 
after leaving Dillon.

The little group surveyed the scene. The first 
vrowning leaves of an approaching autumn were 
strewn over the ground. The cold, gray boulder 


which shielded the body of Lura Parsons, alone 
was impassive. @ car-dimmed eyes viewed the 
spectacieg of death and sympathetic hands pre- 
pared to remove the body from the sacreligious 
scene. 

Lura Parsons was picked. up tenderly, placed 
upon an improvised stretcher, and the tear- 
dimmed eyes increased to a torrent of emotion 
that solemnized the slow march back to Dillon. 

Harlan town was shrouded in silence the next 
morning. The night before a sheet-covered figure 
had been moved into an wndertaking establish- 
ment and a physician had given the murder pro- 
fessional attention. A «rowd urrgpnded the 
courthouse and within a Coroners. july listened 
attentively to evidence. 

They heard a revolting story. The blood of 
mountaineers boiled when it was whispered among 
them. But the oniv announcement was that the 
jury found Lura Parsons “had come to her death 
at the hands of persons to this jury unknown.” 


CHAPTER II. 


T was Jan. 12 of the new year, M21. The 

grand jury reported to Circuit Judge W. T. 

Davis and in the list of indictments was found 
one styled: 

“COMMON WEALTH VS. DR. H. C. WINNES.” 

It charged the Assistant State Veterinarian with 
the murder of Lura Parsons. She was past all 
aid. No more could the men and women of the 
mountains pay tribute to the benefactress of their 
children. But, even as Lura Parsons had been 
outraged, so had the fair name of Kentucky. 
Justice demanded retribution and the people in- 
voked the law of “an eye for“kn eve and a tooth 
for a tooth.” 

Dr. Winnes, the last man who had talked with 
Miss Parsons the morning she departed over that

At that time he was below the point 
where Miss Parsons was murdered and several 
hundred yards to the right. Jerry Reed directed 
him over another route, which did not pass the 
scene of the murder. But Jerry Reed intimated 
strongly that the doctor might have gone up the 
trail. murdered the teacher and then come down 
by the roadway to take the circuitous route and 
thus offer proof that he had not traversed the 
murder spot. 

The defense proceeded. Dr. Winnes testified 
that he had “trusted the mule” and that it had 
turned north along the roadway. He admitted 
having seen Jerry Reed. But he denied having 
murdered the teacher or knowing anything about 


her murder. A burning cross-examination failed 


to shake his calm demeanor or change in detail 
the straightforward account that he gave of his 
actions, 

Then the defense sought to call as a witness 
John Bramley, a convict at the reformatory, who, 
it wes said, would testify to having overheard a 
conversation in the prison which would show that 
convicts working on the roadway, and not Dr. 
Winnes, had committed the atrocious crime. The 
prisoner had been brought down from the re- 
formatory under guard and was there at that 
moment. 

An objection was made. His evidence was at 
best hearsay. And the Court, upon protest of 
the Commonwealth, excluded it upon the ground 
that it was hearsay and irrelevant to any issue 
in the trial. 

And so John Bramley, the convict, was canes 
out to that prison camp, to be held until he 
could be returned to Frankfort. 

Testimony concluded, the argument of attor- 
neys was made to the jury. The Commonwealth 
calied, in fits final appeal, for the conviction of 
the defendant and the electric chair at Frankfort 


“if you 12 men believe him guilty.” 


| Eleven for Acquittal, One for 
Two days later the jury filed into the courtroom. 


Conviction . 

One man wore the stubborn expression character- 
istic of the mountaineer who had made up his 
mind and would stand by it. The faces of the 
11 others were tired. The foreman announced 
that 11 members had decided to acquit the de- 
fendant but that the twelfth held out for convic- 
tion and that there was no prospect of the vote 
changing. 

The Court discharged the jury, ordered a mis- 
trial and then Grant Forester, attorney for the 
Commonwealth, stepped forward 

“Yotr honor,” he said, “I move the distharge 
of this defendant on the ground of insufficient 
evidence. The trial of this case has failed to con- 
nect him definitely with the murder of Lura Par- 
The Court concurred and with that concurrence 
Dr. Winnes became a free man. The status of the

crime reverted to the position it had occupied 
that solemn morning‘in Harlan town when the 
Coroner's jury informed the people of Kentucky 
that “Lura Parsons came to her death at ‘the 
hands ef persons to this jury unknown.”

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An elephant taking its music lesson. 


By KARL KITCHEN 

E average layman who has spent sev- 
eral hours more or less successfully at- 
tempting to teach a bored five-pound 
dog a few simple tricks, probably would 
be willing to Det at first flush that the 
difficulty of getting a five-ton elephant 
to obey commands is in direct ratio to 

the eize of the pupil. 

But George Power, trainer of the Hippodrome ele- 
phants, does not find this the case. Power admits 
that he probably would be successful in teaching five 
elephants to roll over while he was teaching the most 
elemental of animal tricks to BW dog. Training ele- 
phasts, however, is Power's line. Each season the fa- 
mous Power's elephants do some new tricks, taught 
them by Power during the summer, or bring back 
some stunts they did before George Power was born. 
This year Power presented his dancing elephant, Jen- 
nie, im what is perhape the most remarkable trick 
ever accomplished by any trained animal. Jennie— 
all five tons of her—was taught to do a Spanish dance 
with all ef the abandon one sees in old Madrid. 

Perhaps a biographical word concerning George 
Power Will be of interest. In the first place, his name 
is mot Power. It is George O'Brien. Power learned 
the elephant game from his stepfather, the late Wil- 
liam Power, who once stopped an elephant stampede 
on Fifth avenue, and who died about three dee ago, 
bequeathing the pachyderms to his Péwer's 
own father was John O’Brien, a horse er, who 
once had a traimed-horse act with the American and 
Eurepean circuses, in which he had 71 unbridled 
horses under his command at one time. The father 
of William Power, incidentallx, was a Canadian sports- 
man and race-horse man. Te bromgh Jennie and 
Lena, the nucleus of the present of Hippodrome 
elephants, to America, direct from India, so the Hip- 
podreme trained elephants are now in the service of 
the third generation. George O’Brien took the name 
of Power in 1906, when, as a boy of 12, he came to the 
Hippodrome as assistant to his stepfather. 

Power’s methods of getting an elephant to do a new 
trick are simple. He probably is the only animal 
trainer in the country who has the faculty of making 
an elephant understand what is wanted. Qne of the 
tricks all elephants know, for instance, and one of the 
tricks all trainers employ is that of teaching the ele- 
phant to stand on its hind lees. The uswal manner 
of teaching an elephant this trick is to back it against 
a wall and by means of a system of pulleys draw the 
elephant inte an upright position. The drawing is 
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for hours at a time. 


done gradually, over a period of 
many days, of course, and general- 
ly gentle methods are used, but 
Power literally lifts an elephant 
into a standing position. Armed 
with nothing more obedience com- 
pelling than a few carrots or pieces 
of dry bread, Power stands in 
front of the animal and rubs and 
pats its feet, lifting them from the 
ground slightly. Placing his hands 
between the elephant’s front legs 
he lifts slightly upon the body, 
giving the command “up.” Of 
course, Power does not lift the 
forequarters of an elephant off the 
ground, but from the sensation of 
lifting Power gets the elephant to 
understand what is wanted, and 
fn a few lessons to do the trick 
upon command. One of the tricks 
to which an elephant most objects 
is that of lying down. With most 
trainers an elephant is taught this 
accomplishment first by being 
thrown, and then by being beater. 
Power accomplishes this by the 
simrle method of puiltline the ant- 
mal’s head down. An elephant 
also ts taught to stand on its head 
in the same manner. It should be 
mentioned that Power does not use 
the usual elephant hook in empha- 
sizing his command. About the 
most formidable weapon about his 
elephant quarters is a small dog 
whip. This Power sometimes uses, 
but not as a weapon. An elephant 
can be taught to follow the 
trainer through certain movements merely by the 
pressure of a light whip or a walking stick against its 
trunk. Neither does Power punish an elephant for 
failure to do a trick properly. When the elephant 
misses a trick on the stage, instead of being fed as 
soon as she returns to the sfables, as is the custom, 
she is taken apart from the others and is rehearsed 
until she is letter perfect. 
Then she gets her reward. 
The ordinary circus ele- 
phants are trained in rou- 
tines which commonly in- 
clude marching, “pyramid” 
formations, sitting on tubs, 
standing on hind feet and 
on heads, and in like: ma- 
neuvers. Power's stepfather, 
William Power, claimed to 
be the first man in America 
who taught elephants to do 
tricks with their trunks. The 
Power elephants have been 
taught, and have at their 
trunks” ends, so to speak, a 
routine of tricks suffictent 
for about two hours’ enter- 
tainment. Amiong other fea- 
tures, the Power elephants 
play bali. One elephant is 
the batter and at the plate 
waves a regulation bat. An- 
other, the catcher, crouches 
behind the plate in mask 
and chest protector, while 
another is the pitcher. The 
pitcher has trouble “getting 
the ball over;” after two or 
three wide serves the game 
is stopped while the catcher 
advances’ into the diamond 
to “steady” the pitcher. 
Finally a Babe Ruthian 
homer is knocked and the 
batter elephant circles the 
bases, winding up with a 
thrilling slide into the plate.

Arriving there, it exerts some mysterious chem- 
ical inflwence which causes that part of the stin imme- 
diately over the cup to become transformed into a liens 
for the eye’ Taking young specimens whose eyes had 
not. yet formed. experiments removed the skin from 
the places where the eves were expected to apnear and 
grafted on skin taken from other parts of the body. It 
made no difference. The lenses formed in that skin 
just as they would have im that which had been re 
moved. . 

Carrying the experiment still further, the scientists 
took other young specimens, cut out the optic cups, 
and grafted them imto the tail and other parts of 
the body. Astonishing to relate. an eye formed in 
each spot where a cup had been inserted! Animals 
could be produced at wil) with eyes in almost any part 
of their bodies. 

It was also found that by taring the developing ese 
of a newt. and tying a thread around it so as to con- 
strict it into two parts, two perfectly norma! newts 
would hatch. where otherwise there would have been 
but one. Incidentally, it is explained that it is by 
some accident. having the same effect as that pro 
duced by the thread om the newts egg. that the so 
called “identical” twins of the bumanz race are pro- 
duced. Such twins, always of the same sex and often 
indistinguishable except by members of the family, 
existed at an early embryonic stage as one individual. 
and became two merely by accident. [Im this respect 
they result from an entirely different process than that 
which produces the other class of twins, who may be 
of opposite sex, and not more alike in appearance than 
ordinary brothers and sisters. 

Remarkable as the foregoing experiments may seem, 
they pale before the astounding feat performed by a
